■■ After several years of experimenting, 
officer* qE the Pennsylvania railroad have 
come to the conclusion that directly be 
hind a locomotive is abad place for Bleep- 
era or any other cars which are used by 
passengers.. For this reason an order baa 
been issued that "in alt instances a bag 
gage car. whether , too car is needed for 
baggage purposes ot not- mmi be the first 
cor on the train, " 

This rule applies to excursion andregu 
lor trains.. In case of a combination bag 1 
gage and smoker car, the boirgage end 
moat be first, "Tho only poa»lble deviation 
from this order," the order continues ia 
on those divisions where no provision ia 
made for turning trains at the. end of a 
suburban run. Thta is the only time an 
excuse wilt be accepted. 
. This la tho first official acknowledgment 
from a railroad- company that a middle of 
a train is the safest place to ride. Several 
years ago . the 'Pennsylvania railroad start- 
ed to inake/uo its trains with sleepers and 
diners' next the engines, with the object of 
keeping coach passengers" from' walking 
through sleepers when they boarded trains 
at email towna.* Recent accidents on this 
and other roada have convinced many rail- 
road men that not. only, tho front .end of 
puujnjJQr (raiha :but also the rear should be 
protected by a baggage cat whether med 
or not, .

Senator Claims that the Refuse 

rfrom Kenosha and Wauko- 

gan Detrimental to Site 

Another effort is under way to prevent 
tho location of tho United States naval 
training station at Lake Bluff, Senator 
Russell A. Alger of Michigan, aided by 
Ohio politicians, Is at the head oE this lat- 
est move. 

Senator Alger ia baaing hie renewed 
fight on the allegation that the waters of 
Lake Michigan in the vicinity of Lake 
Bin ff are so polluted by tho refuse from the 
tannery at Kenosha and the glucose factory 
at Wnukegan that the health of tho sea- 
men that the United States proposes to 
keep at the training acbool would bo ser- 
iously endangered. 

Benator Alger plaited Lake Forest,, last 
summer and learned from Dr. Haven, the 
health officer ot Lake Forest, of the eaul* 
tary agitation that was being carried on in 
on effort to secure relief from the polluted 
waters, and in company with Dr. Haven 
mado a trip to Lake Bluff and found from 
the entineering staff there that similar 
aanitary conditions existed. It was .sup- 
posed at that time that Senator Alger was 
merely a summer visitor at Lake Forest, 
but in view of recent developments it is 
thought that hlit real object was to learn 
tho truth of the rumors regarding sanitary 
conditions - at .

Automobile explosions and fatal ities are 
rare in Waukegan, but there was one at 
Third Lake Saturday that was frought with 
terrific danger to tbe occupants of a ma- 
chine, all of Waukegan. . , 

Gus Schleicher took a party to the Wau- 
kegan Bachelor Club club house at thia 
lake resort in his Rambler car. Once there 
tbe potty got out of the auto car and went 
awny from it lo the club house. 

They bad gone about fifty feet and were 
on their way from two to four minutes 
when a terrible explosion rent tbe air, and 
the people who had just come from the 
spot turned to see the car enveloped in 
names. 

The blaze was communicated to the 
frame of the vehicle, and before the fire 
could be put out Gus Schleicher eaw hia 
car go iiterly up in mioke, the body being 
burned completely, so that when the blaze 
burned down the car stood only as far aa 
the tour wheels and the bare iron frame- 
work. 

Mr. Schleicher says that he is positive 
that he left the machine in good shape and 
ia at n toss to account for the fire. Friends

Alice Roosevelt Must Ask Congress. 

If President Roosevelt's daughter desires 
to keep nil the costly presents' made to her 
by emperors, sultans and other potentates 
during her lour oE the orient, she will have 
to nsk the assistance of congress. In no 
other way will she be able to bring them 
in duty free, unless she shall donate tbem 
to a national inatitution. 

IE the gifts are worth as much aa reporta 
have it— and the estimates carry tbe value 
aa high aa 6100,000— Miss Roosevelt could 
not afford to pay the duty, which would 
amount 'approximately to her father's sal- 
ary for a year. All tbe jewelry she brings 
will be assessed 60 per cent nd valorem. 

The only way out -for Miss Alice is to 
have a special act passed by congresj re- 
mitting the duties, There ia a precedent 
for this. Gen. Sherman, after tbe civil 
war, went abroad. The khedive pE Egppt 
wanted to give bim a valuable present. 
The general could not accept it without 
authorization by congress, so tbe khedive 
presented the gift lo bis daughter. It was 
n diamond . necklace, which congress al- 
lowed to come in free.

The Emperor of Japan mi one part 
nnd the Emperor of nit the Kusnin* un 
tho other part, nnliunled by a desire to 
restore tho blessing* of peace tn their 
countries, have resolved to conclude a 
treaty of peace and have for lids purpose 
named. their plenipotentiaries; thnt Is to 
say, for Ids mnjesty, the Emperor of 
Japnn, Bar mi Komurn Jutnro, Ju^aml, 
grand cordon of tho Imperial Order of 
tho Itishig Sim, his minister for foreign 
affairs, and his excellency, Takahlra Ko- 
moro, Imperial Order of tho Sacred 
Treasure; his minister to the United 
States, and his majesty tho Emperor of 
all the Itusslas, his excellency Serge 
WItte, his secretary oE state and prcsl- 
doat of tho committee of ministers of 
the empire of Uusslu, and bis excellency 
Baron lloman Rosen, master of the Im- 
perial court of KtiMsIa, his majesty's am- 
bassador to the United States, wan, after 
having exchnnged their full powers, 
which were found to he In gondaiid due 
form, have concluded thu following ar- 
ticles! 

Article I. There shall henceforth be 
pence and amity between their majesties 
the Emperor of Japan nnd thu Emperor 
of nit tho Russlns, and between their 
respective states nml subjects. 

Article 2. The linperinl Russian gov- 
ernment acknowledging that .Tnpnn pos- 
sesses la Korea paramount poll I lea I, 
military and economical interests, en- 
gages neither to obstruct nor interfere 
with measures for guldnnce, protect I on 
nml control which tho Imperial govern- 
ment or Japan may find necessary to 
tnko In Korcn. 

It Is understood that I Cuss inn subjects 
In Korea shall be treated in exactly the 
same mnuaer as the subjects nnd citizens 
of other forelgu powers; that Is to say, 
they will be placed on the same footing 
as the subjects nml citizens of the most 
favored nation. 

It Is also agreed thnt. In order to 
avoid causes of misunderstanding, the 
two high contracting parties will abstain 
on tho Itiissluu-Korean frontier from tak- 
ing any military measures which may 
menace the security of Hussion or Ko- 
rean territory. 

' Russia Glvce Up Muiicliiirlo. 
Art id o 3. Japan and Russia mutually 
cugnge: 

1. To ovacunte completely nnd simul- 
taneously Manchuria except the territory 
nffectcd by the lensc of tho Linntuug 
peninsula In conformity with tho provis- 
ions of tho additional article oue annex- 
ed to this treaty, nnd, 

2. To restore entirely nnd completely 
to the exclusive administration or China 
all tho portions of Munchtirin now In 
occupation or under the control of the. 
Japanese or Russian troops with the ex- 
ception of the territory nbovc mentioned. 

The imperial government of Uussia de- 
clare that they have not In Manchuria 
any territorial advantages or preferen- 
tial or exclusive concessions in tho im- 
"palrmeut of Chinese sovereignty or in- 
consistent with tho princlplo of euunl 
opportunity. 

Article -J. .Tnpnn and ltussln recipro- 
cally engage not to obstruct any. gen- 
eral measures common to all countries 
Which China may take for I he develop.

Tho last action of the Panama canal 
commission before sailing from Colon 
for New York wns tho annulment of the 
contract awarded to J. E, Markel of 
Omaha, Neb., for feeding and caring for 
the employes of the canal, Tho reason 
for this action Is thnt Chief Engineer 
Stevens, through tho department of ma- 
terials and supplies, under Messrs. Jack- 
son aud Smith, Is handling tho commis- 
saries successfully, rendering ' unneces- 
sary tho arrangement. 

The coutract with Mr. Markel was to 
run five years aud It was estimated that 
It would involve 550.000,000. Hudglns 
& Dumas, one of the other firms bidding 
for the contract, protested against the 
award to Mr. Markel, alleging favorit- 
ism and charging that tho latter was 
enabled through a leak In tho oiuco.ol 
Chairman Shontz to gain information 
about tho other bidders which aided him 
In bidding successfully.

Tho Imperial - Russian gov- 
ernment engage to transfer and assign 
tn the Imperial government, of Japan 
without compensation nml with the con- 
sent of tho Chinese government tho rail- 
way between Ohnugchunfu and Ivwan- 
chlgtsu nnd Port Arthur and nil tho 
branches, together with all tho rights, 
privileges and properties appertaining 
thereto in that region, as well as all tho 
coal mines In said region belonging to 
or worked for tho benefit of the rallwny. 
China's Cdnaent to lie Gained. 
Tho two high contracting parties mu- 
tually engage to obtain the consent ot 
tho government of China mentioned In 
the foregoing stipulation. 

Article 7. Japan and Russia engage 
to exploit their respective railways lrf 
Manchuria exclusively for commercial 
and Industrial purposes and nowise for 
strategic purposes. It Is understood that 
tlds restriction does not apply to tho rail- 
way In tho territory affected by the lcaBD 
of the Llaotung peninsula. 

Article 8. Tho Imperial governments 
of Japan and Russia, with tho view to 
promote mid facilitate intercourse ami

n separate convention for the regulation 
of their connecting -railway services lu 
Manchuria. . 

In Article Russln cedes to Japan nil 
of Sakhalin Island below latitude GO, 
and both powers agree to construct forts 
or military works In Sakhalin. Tho 
straits of Tnrtary and'Pcrouic a ro to re- 
main free to navigation." • 

Article 10 protects Russians in ceded 
territory in their former rights. Tho 
treaty then says: 

Article 11. Russia engngVs to arrange 
with Japnn for granting to Japanese sub- 
jects rights' of fishery along Hie coasts 
of tho Russian possession In tho Japan, 
Okhotsk, and Bering seas. 

It is agreed thnt tho foregoing en- 
gagement shall not affect rights already 
belonging to Russian or foreign subjects 
in those regions. 

Article 12 provides for a commercial 
treaty on the most favored nation basis. 
Article 13 provides for the repatriation 
of prisoners of war. It says Japan 
and Russia shall prepare statements of 
expenses Incurred la maintaining prison- 
ers, and adds: 

"Russia engages to repay to Japan, as 
soon ns possible after the exchange of 
statement, as above provided, tho differ- 
ence between - 1?") actual amount so ex- 
pended by Jupnn'litilJ, the nctual amount 
similarly disbursed byHiasjJa." ^^ 

M. Teraontcbl, Japanese M In in for" of 
War, baa Issued an order Instructing 
the Japanese nrmy In the Held to ab- 
stain from criticising the tonus ' of 
peace, on the grounds that tho declara- 
tion of peace and of war nrc entirely 
tho outcome of sovereign power. Ilia 
order forbids tho . criticism of either 
subject, especially by those engaged hi 
military service. Ho nil vises the Bob 
dlers to utilize the opportunities of 
peace after tho disbiindmcnt of their 
regiments by engaging In their respec- 
tive occupations, always holding them- 
selves in readiness to Join tho colors at 
tho Emperor's command.

MEET DEATH IN HUGE WAVE. 

Blx Killed uiid Thirty-Hi* Injured hi 
Cutiiird Line's Ciimrinntti. 

Five persons swept overboard, one 
dead after an operation aud thirty- 
six Injured. Is the roster of victims of 
the tremendous wave that -descended 
Upon tho Cunnrd Hue steamship Cniu.- 
panla off the great banks of New- 
foundland Wednesday; So sudden was 
Uio coming of the disaster aud so great 
the con fusion which attended and fol- 
lowed it, that even the officers of the 
steamer themselves were unable upon 
tlio vessel's arrival iu New .York to es- 
timate the full extent of the tragedy. 

Tho Campania wusTpIowlng along 
under full headway. A heavy quarter- 
ing sen was running, but the weather 
conditions were fur from unpleasant 
and the big bout's decks were crowd- 
ed with passengers. The steerage deck 
was covered with merry-makerti nml 
there wns nothing to Indicate the np- 
proncblng disaster, when suddenly the 
big Btcnmor lurched to port nnd 
scooped up an en on no us sen. The 
wave bourded the steamer about mid- 
ships on the port side and swept clear 
nevc-sa the" steerage deck, eoinpletcly 
filling the space between that deck and 
the deck nbovc, carrying everything 
with It .So deep was tho steamer's 
side boric* that thu passengers on the 
deck aboyo'tbe steerage were sub- 
merged to their waists as tho Immense 
volume of water rolled aft and then 
■ surged forward. 

Others, dashed aguliist tho rails and 
other like obstructions, escaped death, 
but many of them received severe In- 
juries. One young woman, had both 
legs broken nt the thigh and several 
persons suffered broken arms and ribs, 
while more limn a score were* bruised 
and battered. 

All tho cabin passengers on the up- 
per deck succeeded In clinging to sup- 
ports, while the waters surged aratmtl 
them, and were saved, but tho unfor- 
tunates on tho steerage deck found 
tli chisel vcb utterly helpless. The irre- 
Hlstlblo rush of waters, sweeping to- 
ward tho forward part of (ho ship, car- 
ried everything before It, Bo great 
wns tho volume and force of the rush- 
ing waters that a door In tho mil was 
smashed and through this opening live 
of tlio' helpless ones wcro swept to 
their death. 



BIG FAIR PAYS DIVIDEND. 

Hciiinrknlilc BhoWtae Mado at Port- 
imnl Kxpoa I lion's Close, - 

Tlio Louis and Clark- exposition came 
to n close »t midnight Saturday, com- 
pleting tlie biggest enterprise of Its kind 
ever held on tho coast. The closing cere- 
monies were appropriate. When the 
gates of (lie exposition closed at 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning, ,n total uttcndniico of 
50.1HJ0 for the day had; boon registered, 
muking n grand total for the entire fair 
period of l\rU3,5Qi). The attendance for 
the last dny ranks third In point of num- 
bers, Portland dny nnd Fourth of July 
being the only greater days. 

Tlio exposition was entirely successful. 
In point of attendance nil predictions 
were beaten. While the Tnlr waB well 
patronized by the homo people, great 
Ih rungs ot visitors from all parts of the 
United States -were constantly In. the 
city, often taxing the hotel capacity to 
tho limit. Naturally tho Ulerehnnts are 
well satisfied with tho success of the ex- 
position. Financially also the exposition 
went beyond nil expectations'. It Is 
known beyond n doubt that the stock- 
holders will receive a dividend of nt 
least 30 per cent, while It Is more than 
possible thnt a 10 per cent dividend will 
be declared. This places Portland sec- 
ond only to Omaha lu financial records 
lor world's fairs "and fourth In point of 
attendance among twelve that" hnve been 
held. 

The Slate of Oregon npproprlntcd 
$500-000, of which $S0,000 was expend- 
ed In making an exhibit at St. Louis nnd 
?JOO,000 iu. the erection of>n building 
and expenses of the exhibit In Portland. 
More limn $50,000 of tlio" appropriation 
will bo returned - to the treasury un- 
used, with additions 'from salvage. 

Alono of all structures of tho 1003 
fair tho forestry building, tho largest log 
house ever built, will remain, it is tho 
purpose to retain It as'n permanent ex- 
hibit building and several acres of land 
surrounding It will bo acquired as part 
of the park system of Portland. 

Population of Portland by recent cen- 
sus of asacssor Is 115,000 and of entire 
Northwest within a radius of I'OO miles 
of Portland 1,800,000, hence the attend- 
anco was moit gratifying. Official esti- 
mates were 1,000,000 below tho actual 
figures. The greatest benefit of the fair, 
howerer, is tlio permanent good It hni 
dono lu thu city of Portjniid and the Pa- 
cific North west la genera). '

Many visiting buyers mndo good pur- 
chases in. tbo principal Jobbing Hues, 
less diminution In sales appearing than 
was expected, considering tbo excep- 
tional demands of Inst mouth. Satis- 
factory bookings occurred In dry goods, 
clothing, footwear and woolens and tbo 
demand Improved for furniture. Mer- 
cantile collections in the MMdlo West 
make n good showing, nnd country 
store trad o Is doing well iu, tho heavy 
Hues and farm needs. 

Shipping rooms have remained quite 
busy, resulting in freight offerings sur- 
passing nil previous experience of tbo 
Wcsiern roads. Other freight move- 
ments, particularly of iron aud steel, 
are unprecedented.

While tbo atJ^mUon of tbo public 
Is attrqptetl^afflynTSttter vajs to tlid 
fliree~l)lg shlpyn rds on tflio Delawnrl 
Iltvcr, tbera is an army of 10,000 raeu 
daily hammering, forging and weld- 
ing, beudlug every energy toward tlio 
completion of tbo great vessels under 
construction here, snys tbo rbllndel- 
nhla Ledger. Never have the employes 
of *Crnmps', Koaflc & Levy's and the 
New York Shipbuilding Company been 
busier' than at present. Particularly 
la-thls true of Cramps', where twelve 
different vessels are uudcr construc- 
tion. This yard alone Is employing 
5,300 workmen. 

Tbo greater part of this work Is 
being done for Undo Sam, seven 
ships being under way here. Two of

Besides the work on the warships 
six -largo passenger steamships arc 
nlso being built by the Cramps com- 
pany. "Four of these are for the New 
York and Cuban Mall line, while tho 
two remaining go to the Southern 
Pacific Compnny.

Chicago Uelirfits Mfin Lies In Walt and 
Commits Double Trnffirty, 
Lying In wait for his child wife, from 
whom ho had been separated two 
months, Frederick Rarer shot nnd killed 
her and then ended his own life. The 
double tragedy wna witnessed by Mrs. 
Goorgo . Jones, Mrs. Itnror'a sister-in- 
law, nnd sho fell In n faint- Tho mur- 
der nnd suicide occurred nt West End 
•avenue and the Michigan Central tracks, 
Chicago HclghtH, where the couple lived 
until hint August. Haver lay down be- 
tween tlio railroad tracks and awaited 
the approach of the women. As they 
ranched tlio crossing ho sprang up. Hur- 
riedly lie nppenlcd to his wife to return 
to hlui, nnd on her emphatic refusal ho 
fired. Mrs, IUvcr ran to the tailor shop 
of Oswald Stlnd, n block away, but' 
lived only n few minutes after she stag- 
gered In, the bullet having entered just 
nbovc tho heart. Mrs. Raver wns Miss 
Bertha Jones before her marriage and 
Wns 17 yearn old. Rnvcr was, 25 yaera 
old and his former home was In Daw« 
son. The couple wcro married a- yenr 
ngo and their separation last- August Is 
said to have been caused by Raver's 
ungrounded jealousy. For fen days he 
had been In Chicago Heights and made 
repented efforts to obtain an Interview 
with hla wife.

SHAFT FOB HERO'S GRAVE. 

Women Will Murk BestlnB Place of 
Major And re'* Guunl. 
A movement Is on foot among the 
incnibora of the Rockford chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
looking toward securing a monument to 
mark* tho grave of Ephralm Palmer, a 
veteran of the revolutionary war, whose 
remains have laid for over half a ctntury 
In tho cemetery at Klshwaukce, unmark- 
ed. The veteran of tho early struggle 
was born In Greenwich, Conn., and died 
at Harlem, Winnebago county, June 30, 
1852, ho then being 03 years of age. 
Ho enlisted with the continental forces 
when but 17 years of age, under Captain 
Sylvanus Wood, for one month at first 
and later for three months. He was cap- 
tured In 1770 nnd for nine months wns 
held in the old sugar house hospital In 
New York. On his release from tho hos- 
pital he re-enlisted, thla being hla fourth 
enrollment In the nrmy. He had the 
honor of being one of tho guards over tho 
notorious Major Andre.

The conditions nro being investi- 
gated by order of Health Commissioner 
Wholcn, and three medical Inspectors, 
IL M. RIchter, MUa Rosa Engeliunn 
nnd U H. Mcttler, nro at work' In the 
infected district. The parents will be 
forced to take precautionary, measures 
to save their children from the fatal re- 
sults of the disease, and .If It Is found 
that any of tho llttlo ones have been 
■willfully neglected in order" that Insur- 
ance can bo collected tho parents will be 
prosecuted. One case was brought to 
the attention of tho Health Department 
the other day. Two children of Anton 
Staatowskl died from diphtheria within 
three hours. The children, Frandszik 
nnd Tomasg, 4 arid 2 yoara old respect- 
ively, wcro Buffering for some time, but 
q physician was not summoned until the 
last moment. Both are said to have been 
Insured. _

INHERITANCE TAX IS LARGE. 

Revenue to Illinois From Cook Connty 
Is $100,184. 
Attorney General Stead has received 
the report of M. W. Plnckncy of Chi- 
cago, Inheritance tax collector for Cook 
county, to which pjrr,Ulon-ho- was ap- 
pointed last ->/--a*h. The report shows 
Atr-.^iJiC'TiTs appointment Mr, Plnck- 
riey has collected a totnl of ?490,184.75 
and has one case pending In the Supremo 
Court which will add about $8,000 to 
thin amount. In hla Inst report to At- 
torney General Hamlin, E. M. Ashcraft, 
who preceded Mr.Plnekney in this office, 
estimated the rate of Inheritance tax 
collections In Cook county nt $500,000 
a year, and suggested some reform In 
tho method of making collections, The 
matter of putting these reforms Into 
execution was left to Mr. Plnekney, and 
he has succeeded In nearly doubling tho 
total of collections. 



kllkndo'a Government Reports 73,400 
Pntiiiitlca Durliin War. 

The Japanese report 72,150 fatalities 
luring tho war with Russia, Of the 
lead 40,180 were killed in battle, 10,070 
lied of wounds, nnd 15,300 of disease. 
No account Iv taken of those disabled by 
wounds or disease. In a war of eigh- 
teen months. In which five' battles Inde- 
pendent af tho alege of Port Arthur and 
several naval cngagcnicats were fought, 
Japan lost by death 72,4fi0 men. 

In tlio Civil" War, in which operations 
sxtended over four yoara, the Union army 
lost 07,058 men killed on tho field, 43,012 
who died of wounds,, and 240,458 who 
died of dlacnse. Tho Confederate loss 
wna 01,000 killed and mortally wound- 
ed and 50,207 by dlaenjc. The several 
armies were engaged In forty-elght bat- 
tles and In many 'long and exhausting 
campaigns, but in no battle of the Civil 
Wnr wero half .as many troops In ac- 
tion as were engaged at Liao Vang or 
Mukden. 

. Satisfactory comparison between the 
battles of the Russo-JapnncnB war and 
those of our Civil War or those of the 
Franco- Prussian war of 1870 cannot b» 
made until reports In detail aro at hand, 
says tho Chicago Inter Ocean. It li 
apparent, however, that of the many 
wounded a larger, per cent recovered 
than In any previous wnr. 

This -was duo partly to Improvement* 
In surgery, to well organized hospitals, 
.and to a better emergency eervlco in 
battle. It was duo also in part to the 
character of wounds made by the mod- 
ern rifle fired nt long range. 

Tho observation of rirgcons during 
the war was to the effect that men re- 
covered moro rapidly 'from gunshot 
wounds than Jn our Civil War or In the 
Franco-Prussian war, It wan also con- 
tended .that, firing at long, range, the 
modern rifle waa not the equal of the 
old rifle In effecting permanent disabil- 
ity. All these contentions seem to be 
sustained by tho report of the Japanese 
authorities. 

However, the most rcmarkahlo feature 
of tho Japanese fatality list la the small 
number of deaths from disease. With 
probably 500,000 men in tho field only 
15,300 deaths by disease are reported, 
It Is' true that the campaigns wcro not 
Uko those In the Civil War. It is true 
that the 240,458 deaths from disease In 
tlio Union army In tho Civil Wnr Include 
fatalities along all the short term nod 
unseasoned regiments that entered Into 
tho composition of a total enlistment of 
2,500,000 men. 

Yet, . after all allowances have been 
made, the small death rate by disease in 
the Japanese army must be credited to 
better sanitary regulations, better organ- 
ization In hospitals for the treatment of 
camp diseases, and better methods In 
handling contagious diseases. 

It was the rule In tho Japanese army 
to eend tho seriously wounded nnd the 
seriously sick to home hospitals as soon 
na. possible, where they could receive tho 
best surgical and medical treatment. Tho 
genius of tho Japanese medical staff was 
directed to tho saving of men, and In 
both tho Russian and Japanese armies 
the wounded wcro bo carefully and Intel- 
ligently treated that tho majority re- 
turned to tlio ranks la a short time. The 
wonder Is not that Jnpan lost 57.000 men 
by death in* battle, but that she lost only 
15,300 by disease.

Rural Delivery, Which fa Expensive, 
Una That Effect, 

Rural free delivery seems destined to 
entail a cost of 500,000,000 a year to 
tho government, writes a Washington 
correspondent Legislators aro not wor- 
ried over tho necessity of appropriating 
this enormous sum, however, since they 
think that rural delivery tends to thin 
out tho population of tho cities. Any 
schemo that works to this end tkey be- 
lieve Is worth investing government 
money In. 

Senators and Representatives of States 
having largo cities look upon this vast 
appropriation for rural delivery as an In- 
juatlce to their constituents. They In- 
sist that a reaaonablo division of postal 
revenues shall go for pneumatic tubes 
and other facilities for quickening tho 
mall service for the congested centers. A 
ainglo building In Now York City con- 
tains *5,200 persona during tho working 
day, and they are nearly nil letter writ- 
ers. Their average use of the- postal 
BBrvIce probably equals that of 52,000 
people In the rural counties. It la neces- 
sary to make 33 collections, a day In 
some of the Now York buildings to get 
tho accumulating mall out of the woy. 
An inspector, desirous of establishing, 
a rural ' route, has to exert himself to 
the utmost to count In 100 families which 
could be served in a ride of 24 miles, 
There are hundreds of routes la opera- 
tion to-day for the accommodation of a 
much smaller number of households, and 
In ranking rural delivery universal, wiUi- 
In limits of practicability, which Is now 
tho aim of Congress nud of the depart- 
ment, it will be necessary to Include a 
great many routes of considerably lest 
than 100 families. It Is generally agreed 
that rural delivery does not "pay," but 
this ja a consideration over which the 
American people lose little sleep. They 
like an efficient postal establishment, and 
they intend to fight for it. 

The rural delivery service should ,bi 
as near complote nB, with a constantly 
increasing population, It will ever bo, 
by 1010. To-day thero are rn operation 
81,700 rural routes, which cover nenrly 
700,000 square miles. It Is estimated 
that it will tako. about 18,000 additional 
carriers to cover the available' territory 
not now supplied, which amounts to 
1,000,000 square miles. When the ser- 
vice reaches Its limit it will cost ?00,- 
000,000 per year. 



According to President Richard A. 
McCurdy, of the Mutual of New York, 
nn Insurance com puny Is n great, 
he ne Ik-cut mlsalonnry institution— a 
pbilnntliroplcal ontcqirlHC— not organ- 
ized for tho profit of tlio policyholders] 
but for tlio good of mankind lu gen- 
eral.

"There him been n grcut mistake 
made," - bo sold to the legislative In- 
vestigating committee, "about tlio real 
province of life Insurance com ponies 
theso Inter yenrs," People hftvo been 
led to believe that the main purpose 1 
wns to make money for Its policyhold- 
ers. In my view that Is not the pur- 
pose of such companies. They nre 
eleemosynary. When n mini Insures In 
n company lie should take Into consid- 
eration the fact that lie has entered a 
great philanthropic concern that Is in 
duty bound to, spread itself, even 
tlio ugh this growth prevents him from 
realizing ns. much as bo expected." 

Mr. McCurdy said he was connected 
at ono time with the Widows' and Or- 
phans' Life Insurance Company, of 
which Charles 0. Raymond, tho pres- 
ent head of C. U. Raymond & Co., the 
Mutunl's general agents, was presi- 
dent Mr. McCurdy could not name 
any general agent of nny other life 
Insurance company in New York City 
that received a compensation equal to 
that got by Raymond &. Co. President 
McCurdy said It ,wns his conviction 
with regard to nil the agents that they 
were making mare money than they 
should, 

Mr. McCurdy -would not admit that 
the terms of compensation which al- 
lowed the Metropolitan ngency to clear 
moro thnn $200,000 In a year wero ex- 
cessive. Uc snld that the Mutual had 
to pay high commissions in order to 
hold Its agents, 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know wheth-

HENHY IRVING IS DEAD. 



Foremost Actor of the Aue'ExpIrei la

Sir Henry died literally In harness. 
Ho wns giving u series of farewell per- 
formances In the English provinces and 
was playing an engagement nt Brad- 
ford, appearing In several favorite roles. 
Thursday he presented "King Rene's 
Daughter" and "The Bells" nnd seemed 
to be In excellent health, taking tho 
exhausting part of Matthias la the latter 
play with all the vigor of youth. Fri- 
day night before an enthusiastic audi- 
enco ho portrayed one of hla most char- 
netrrlsticnlly Intellectual parts, the title 
role 'n hla own sta^c adaptation of Lord 
Tennyaon'a "Becket," with marked suc- 
cess. 

After the performance Sir nenry re- 
turned to his hotel, reaching hla rooms 
at 11:30 o'clock, when It was observed . 
that he was In great pain. Physicians 
were immediately summoned, but before 
they could arrive Slr'Henry was seized 
with en attack of syncope nnd expired 
within n few minutes, without having 
uttered 1 a word. 

To the last moment of his. life BIr 
Henry Irvlng's henrt wns In the work 
to which ho had devoted his career— 
the raising of the standard of his art. —

Wisconsin Commissioner Denounces 
Old Line Companies* 

In the advance sheets of his annual 
report on life insurance companies doing 
business In Wisconsin, Ins u ran co Com- 
missioner Host makes the startling state- 
ment that "the thirty-seven old-line life 
Insurance companies transacting business 
In tho State In 1001 confiscated about 
$14,000,000, -which belonged to and 
should have been returned to their pol- 
icy holdera," 

Wisconsin Is one of the two States 
of the Union thnt require life Insurance 
companies to attach "gain and loss" ex- 
hibits to their annual reports. 

Tho commissioner .says that' these ex- 
hibits "show that the reserve released 
on surrendered and lapsed policies dur- 
ing 1001 amounted to $51,747,410,65, 
while the actual sura paid by these com- 
panies' to policy holders who lapsed and 
surrendered their policies was only $37,- 
702,732.50." 

The commissioner snya that "the load- 
ing or that portion of • the premiums 
used for expenses by theso- companies 
In 100A wao $115,780,252.14, whllo the 
actual expenses . of thff companies 
amounted to $122,004,400.65, or over 
$7,000,000 more than that allowod for 
expenses." 

With the $14,000,000 retained from 
policy holdere roally entitled to.lt, "It 
was an easy matter for theso companies 
to exceed their expense loading by over.

Prof. Cesnro Lombroso, tho famous 
export on crime and criminals, has 
this to Bay on tho errors that are apt 
to be found In the testimony of wit- 
ncBaes In court: "Apart from tho fre- 
quency of the pathological lie (tho Ho 
told by those who are Inclined to 
falsehood without reason) It Is neces- 
sary to remember that many have 
been led Into error through inaccurate 
observation. It Is a well-known fact 
that a square divided horizontally ap- 
pears greater In breadth than In 
height, but when divided vertically It 
appears greater In height than In 
breadth. Similarly a man dresaod in 
blank seems smaller and thinner than 
when clad In white. We know, too, 
that when objects suddenly loom upon 
us on a dark night wo see thorn mag- 
nified extraordinarily. Tbo causes of 
psychological error aro numerous, 
Fear and sorrow intercept sensations 
and falsify them. An ordinarily eour* 
ageous man, unnerved In a railroad 
smash, declared tbat he had seen a 
hundred bodied wedged between tho 
carriages. As a matter of fact, thero 
was only one. On the same occasion, 
another man fled away, Imagining that 
he could hear the derailed engine be- 
hind him for three-quarters of an hour. 
A criminal named GubIo threw him* 
self upon Mb warder and the -warder 
took to bis heels In the belief that ho 
saw a knife In tho prisoner's band; In 
reality It was a fish. 

"The Imago of a moving object la 
the sum total of a series of Images' of 
partial movement. Somo of these 
Images ore perceived only by one set 
of persona; others by another seL 
QraSBl records In his 'Criminal Psych- 
ology' how, assisting at an execution 
whero tho hangman wore gloves, ho 
asked four others present of what 
color tho gloves were. One said they 
were white; another doposod they 
wore black; a third was sure they 
were gray, while the fourth swore that 
the hangman wore no gloves at all. 
In a gamo of dominoes the player does 
not count tho spots one by one, hut, 
having beforo his eyes a focused Ira- 
age, decides that thero are seven or 
nine, as the caae may be. But, sup- 
posing these images did not conform 
to a type, the player would bo obliged 
to ascertain carefully each time before 
making his total, and ho would still bo 
liable to make mistakes. Something 
like this happens In all our percep- 
tions. 

Prof. Lutz, who has applied to juris- 
prudence so many of the conclusions 
reached by criminal anthropology, one 
day bad a homicide with dagger 
thrusts enacted unexpectedly In school 
by two atudents. Immediately after- 
ward be assembled all his pupils who 
had witnessed this sham tragedy and 
made them give evidence as If In 
court. Of sixty eye-witnesses of tho 
same nge, and all of them well edu- 
cated, Bcarcoly ten gave really accur- 
ate evidence. All the rest' fell Into 
more or less important errors of de- 
tail. More recently Weber has re- 
lated his experience with tho mem- 
bers of the Society of Legal Psychol- 
ogy at Gottlngen. "Weber requested 
from each of them a written statement 
of a sham crime perpetrated under 
their very eyes. Over half their num- 
ber gave Inexact Information, while 
mnny of them gave Imaginary details 
and agreed about the affair only on 
general lines." •

When tho Pennsylvania railroad 
started Its olghteen-hour "special" be- 
tween Now York and Chicago Its old- 
cat surviving locomotive engineer, 
Thomas Ridley, was Invited to accom- 
pany officials and others on the first 
trip, gays tho Pittsburg Gazette. Mr. 
Ridley Bhook bis head and said: 

"No. That's too modern for me. I'd 
rather go back to running curves." - , 

That remark brought out an Inter- 
esting story and acquainted somo of 
tho older officials with a bit of roll- 
road lore they had never oonnod. 
"Running curves," Indeed, and what 
might that mean? 

Whon the Pennsylvania railroad was 
started there was no telegraph. A 
canal boat, trailing behind a husky 
mule, was rapid transit. Train orders 
were given nt one terminal and fol- 
lowed until the other tormina! was 
reached. There were fixed rules about 
tho passing of trains on the single 
track lino and eternal vlgllanco waa 
the price of safety and progress. 

At the middle of each sharp curve a 
post was planted. When a' train ap- 
proached from either direction It 
stopped at the beginning of the curve, 
the flagman went forward to tho post, 
and If he found no one there signaled 
his train to 'come on, as It had the 
right of way. Often two trains going 
In opposite direction would reach a 
curve about the same time. The flag- 
man that rcacbod the post first se- 
cured right of way for his train, so 
the other must back to the first siding 
to pass. It might be put In a second or 
third time by other trains following. 
That was "running curves." 

Naturally this system led to keen 
rivalry. A flagman with reason to 
anticipate a meeting with anothor 
train would work up over tho "draft," 
so that when his train reached the 
curve he would leap from the pilot of 
the locomotive and race nt top speed 
for the post. 

On one occasion two flagmen racing 
from opposite ends of the curve met 
at the post. Bach claimed priority. 
They wrangled. In fact, they struck 
somo blows. Their respective crews 
came up and the argument grew ani- 
mated. Other trains fell In behind, 
Including passenger trains. The crew 
at the post explained, but tho deadlock 
conlJn;:*d. Seven mortal hours and 
then one man arrived who had suffi- 
cient authority to decide who bad tho 
right of way. It required another 
seven hours to untie the knot, back- 
ing forward, getting in and out of the 
sidings, to give each train its rightful 
place. 

From that awful experience come 
the rule: 

Train westbound and having odd 
numbers havo right of way trains of 
tho same class eastbound having even 
numbers. Train southbound having 
odd numbers, have right of way over 
southbound, even numbers, Passen- 
ger trains have right of way over 
freights in either direction, 

Mr. Ridley was a "fast runner" In 
his time, after the introduction of tho 
telegraph. He made a record for the 
Pittsburg division— Altoona to this 
city— that Btond for years as the 
beacon to venturesome engine drivers. 
He was running the famous John Bull 
locomotive and his time was. a little 
more than five hours. Engineer Cour- 
son holds the record now. Ho brought 
No. 29 over on Its third run in two' 
hours and live minutes. This record 
may stand as long as Ridley's, as a 
"quarantine" order lias been Issued 
making two hours ton minutes tho 
limit of speed for the division. Tho 
schedule of No. 29 is two hours twenty 
minutes.

Will Establish Clinic for Poor. . 
Mrs. Harry Wnllersteln, a New York 
society woman of Massachusetts birth, 
has decide to establish a clinic for the 
poor and, bolter yet, will conduct It 
herself, for she feels thnt tho six 
years' course of arduous study In law 
and medicine which she has Just com- 
pleted will enable her to carry out 
this scheme. "My Bpeclalty will bo 
attention to the milder diseases and 
also affections of tho lungs and heart. 
In no wa'y do I presume to Intrude on, 
the work of the regular physicians 
who charge fees for their services at 
reasonablo rates. My work will begin 
this autumn and no fee will he put up- 
on the poor," said Mrs. Wallersteln 
In speaking of her work. 



A report received from Dr. Ernest 
0, Vanderburgh, a medical missionary 
at Slangtnn, Hunan, China, affords an 
Interesting comparison of Chinese and 
American surgical methods. Dr. Van- 
derburgh- has charge of two dispensa- 
ries and a hospital maintained by tho 
Proebyterlnn Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions at the Chinese city named, Tho 
dispensaries are In different parts of 
the city, and as tbe doctor was leaving 
one to go to the other he was called 
to come- quickly and help a Chinese 
doctor. 

"This Chinese doctor," writes Dr, 
Vanderburgh, "had beard of the opera- 
tions performed in tho Presbyterian 
hospital and ho thought that ho must 
do some operations to mako his- name 
great, and hot let the foreign devil 
doctor get all bis patlenta away from 
him, So when a big strapping follow 
of about 21 years cam a along and 
wanted him to romovo a tumor from 
his knee tho doctor looked it over, 
sharpened his knife and cut well Into 
tho supposed tumor. Then the poor 
doctor's troubles began. Ho couldn't 
atop the blood, got scared and sent 
for me, As It happened I was near by, 
When I came near enough to see tho 
patient ho was sitting on a bench, 
held up by some friends and two 
Chinese doctors were using raw silk 
and powder trying to stop tho blood. 

"I told them to put tho man In a 
chair and carry him. to tho hospital, 
at tho same time sending for Mr. 
Locke: to give the chloroform. We 
operated, sewed him up and soon saw 
him safe In bod and doing well, 

"In tho meantime word came that 
the poor Chinese doctor had been put 
in prison. We. all thought that that 
was hard, and I sent over my card and 
nsltod that he! bo" released, now that 
that man operated upon was out of 
danger. Tho official cent back word 
that a man like that should not bo at 
large, but that-ho. would send blm out 
of prison with a soldier to watch, him. 
So he. was watched for two or three 
days. They now tell me that If the 
mau had died the Chinese doctor might 
have been severely punished or even 
killed for it."

over, recorded.'' Figures Just published 
•for August Bhow thnt exports of manu- 
factures during that month Increased 
nearly $0,000,000," or about .2G ■ por 
cent, as compared with August a year 
ago, and about $20,000,000 as ■ corn- 
.pared with August, 1001. 

Meantime manufacturers have In- 
creased their consumption of materials 
Imported for use hi various processes 
of domestic Industry until the August 
imports of crude materials for use In 
manufacturing havo Increased nearly 
$2,000,000 over the Imports of AugUBt, 
1004. For tlio eight months ended with 
August there has been an Increase of 
about $50,000,000 In Imports, compared 
with tho corresponding period a year 
ago. 

Up to Aug. 81, 1003, Imports amount- 
ed to $770,412,020, as against $007,200,- 
804 In the' preceding year; and exports 
wcro valued at $000,01 2,007, as com- 
pared with $851,203,407 In tho first 
eight : months of 1004. Tito vnluo of 
manufactures exported during tlio first 
eight months of 1D03 practically equal- 
ed the. total -exports of manufactures 
during tlio entire calendar year 1S0O,

Duties' collected from customs have. 
Increased materially since the close of 
the fiscal year 1003, that year having 
shown -no npprcclablo increase in cus- 
toms revenue as compared with tho 
preceding year, Tho total amount of 
duties collected from customs during 
tho flscal year 1005 was $202,000,528, 
as against $202,013,070 In 11)01, tho in- 
crease being very slight, whlio for 
June, tho closing month of tho fiscal 
year 1005, the total customs revenue 
was $22,501,052, as against $22,500,- 
002 In June of tho preceding year. 

The revenues derived from customs 
show a- decided Improvement since tho 
close of the fiscal year. Thus the rev- 
enue derived from "customs la July, 
1005, amounted to $21,500,140, aa 
against $10,483,750 in July of the pro- 
ceding year, and in August amounted 
to $20,181,282, as compared with '$22,- 
417,074 In August, 1001. For tho eight 
months ended Aug. 31, 1003, tho- total 
customs revenue aggregated $177,020,-

Sums Hold by English Banks Run 
Into the Millions. 

How many millions of pounds worth 
of property Hob unclaimed . to-day In 
the form of BhnrcB, dividends, depos- 
its ot money, plate and Jewels In the 
hands of bankers, companies, solici- 
tors, auctioneers and others? 

This Is the fascinating question 
raised yesterday by tho writers of a 
latter, who urge the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer to lay hands upon the spoil 
and devote It to the increase of na- 
tional revenues. 

Unclaimed wealth in the hands of 
the crown and funds In chancery 
amount to more than JS6O.000.O00. Is 
it possible that the funds in private 
hands amount to an equally large 
sum? 

Sonin of the examples of bidden* 
wealth given by the writers of th-* 
letter suggest that the amount must 
at any rate be a large one. It Is not, 
apparently, the custom ot companies 
-to scorch vory far for the owners of 
unclaimed dividends. Occasionally 
the chairman of a company refers to 
unclaimed amounts. In the case- of a 
building society the chairman an- 
nounced at the animal meeting that 
certain unclaimed -money had been 
utilized to form a reserve fund. 

"In fifty-five years," explained the 
secretary of this society yesterday, 
"we have accumulated £5,000 of un- 
claimed deposits.. At any timo wo 
arc liable to be asked to refund this 
and should do so with Interest"— 
London Dally Mail.

Of course, no conifer can take tb.fi 
place of a broad-leaved evergreen, but 
the bay must be kept In a house all 
winter, 

2. The dome. . For this purpose the 
globose arhorvltao Is superior to box, 
privet and catalpa bungol, since the 
box Is not hardy enough and ttio. oth- 
ers are deciduous. 

3. The pyramid. In, this form, tho 
red cedar haa to compete with arbor- 
vltae, Nordmann's and the silver fir, 
and the Douglas, "white and Norway 
spruce, "

Finally, the rugged plcturesqueness 
of the famous Swiss Btono pine can be 
reproduced by moving battle-scarred 
old cedars thirty or thirty-five feet 
high,- ttielr bare trunks crowned with 
an irregular tutt of foliage.
